The great 
outcry is over, and on defense can 
subserve any ulterior end. The H eb- 
ald is not ashamed to publish what it 
has done for the Association, for from 
the first number, which was published 
on the 2d of October, until the last day 
of the races, this journal was unceasing 
in its efforts to make the meeting a 
success. If anylmember of the Associa­ 
tion doubts this statement, let him call 
at this office, and he will find the Fair 
and the Races fkr better and more con­ 
stantly advertised than elsewhere. 
Firstly—The programme of all six 
days' racing was inserted gratis for 39 
days in the H e r a ld . 
Secondly—There were more frequent 
references to and longer complimen­ 
tary notices of the Fair in this jour­ 
nal than in the other morning paper. 
Thirdly—This paper sent out a re­ 
porter every day, for five days before 
the races, to give accounts of the 
horses and detail the doings and pre­ 
parations of the association. 
Fourthly—It engaged a short-hand 
reporter for the race week and gave 
longer, fuller and better reports of the 
races than any other paper; and lastly, 
it never said one word in disparage­ 
ment of the management until the 
last morning, when nothing could 
affect for better or worse the success 
of the present year, and no harm could 
be done, pecuniarily, to the stock­ 
holders. 
W hat the Herald has said, it has 
said calmly, deliberately and con­ 
scientiously. It has published no un­ 
just or malicious statements. 
Its op­ 
position has been uncompromising 
and severe, but genuine. It has sought 
for no popularity in Its denounce­ 
ments, and feared “ no powers that 
be.”

What 
Los Angeles needs is some bold, vigor­ 
ous action which shall at once make 
the gas monopoly come to terms. 
That city is supplied with a quality 
of gas which is a little the worst ever 
furnished to any town. For this gas 
an exorbitant price is charged. The 
gas company nas an exclusive fran­ 
chise, which runs for many years yet; 
but we question such a franchise, clear­ 
ly against 
the 
interests of 
the 
people, 
will stand in law. 
The 
company refuses to light the streets of 
the city, except on its own exorbitant 
terms, and with this arrogant monop­ 
oly the local journals are weakly call­ 
ing for a compromise. Let Los An- 
f;eles condemn the gas works to pub­ 
ic use, pay the company their exact 
value and run them herself. Then her 
people may have gas on easy terms.

A BIT OF HISTORY. 


The Sacramento Itecord of the 7th 
tells the following: 
In the Spring of 1857 Charles A. 
Stovall, a citizen of Mississippi, be­ 
ing in delicate health, determined on 
a trip to California across the plains. 
He brought witli him his laxly ser­ 
vant, a negro boy 19 years of age. 
Stovall did not start out with the in­ 
tention of remaining in California, 
and in October, 1857, lie arrived in 
Sacramento. When lie got there ho 
hired his servant out for a month. 
Stovall opened a school in this city, 
which he taught for two months. At 
the end of that time Stovall conclu­ 
ded to send the servant home, and for 
that purpose took him on a river 
steamer tor San Francisco, intending 
to ship him by the «wean route, but 
the negro made his escape from the 
boat. Stovall made an affidavit be­ 
fore a Justice of the Peace, who issued 
his warrant and a police officer of 
Sacramento arrested him in the Hack- 
ett House, kept by colored people, on 
Third street, between K and L, and 
turned him over to James Luusing, 
then Chief of Police, of this city, who 
locked him up in the city prison. At 
2 o’clock the next morning Judge 
Robinson issued a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, directed to I .unsing and Stoveall, 
and on petition of Chas. W. Par­ 
ker, Crocker & McKune appeared as 
attorneys, Smith & Hardy opposing. 
Judge Robinson heard the ease, and 
it was continued a day or two. Mean­ 
while Stovall filed a petition with 
United States Commissioner Geo. 
Penn Johnston, calling on him to en­ 
force the Fugitive Slave Law. Wi- 
nans & Crocker appeared for the slave 
in reply, and moved to dismiss the pe­ 
tition. Johnston took time to consult 
Hall McAllister, United States Cir­ 
cuit Judge, and in a few days referred 
the ease back to the State Courts. For 
two weeks the slave lay in jail, when 
Judge Robinson released the prisoner, 
and held his master could not retake 
him. But Lansing detained the ne­ 
gro and refused to deliver him to 
Stovall, who petitioned the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus for 
the recovery of his slave. James H. 
Hardy, appeared as counsel for Stov­ 
all, and J. W. Winaus for the slave. 
The case meanwhile had excited great 
interest, and the whole people were 
aroused concerning it. It was the 
subject of warm comment by the 
press, and gave rise to many heated 
scenes. Peter H. Burnett, Justice of 
the Supreme Court, delivered 
the 
opinion of the Court, and Terry, the 
Chief Justice concurred. The Court 
held that visitors for health or pleas­ 
ure stood in a different position from 
travelers, and were protected by the 
law of Comity. The Court concluded 
Stovall was neither visitor nor travel­ 
er, but that there were circumstances 
connected with the ease exempting 
him from the operation of the strict 
rules, and although the rules of the 
decision would be stricly enforced 
thereafter, for that case Stovall would 
be protected in his property, and the 
Chief was required to surrender the 
negro to his master. He was escorted 
by a strong force of police from the 
Court room to prison, and three times 
tried to escape into the crowd that 
surrounded him. The next day officer 
O’Neil was detailed to accompany 
Stovall, and the negro, heavily ironed, 
was taken in a wagon out of the city, 
a “rescue” being anticipated. 
The 
next heard of the matter was when 
Stovall and the negro were in a boat 
on San Francisco bay, the boy ironed 
to the front of the yawl and the mas­ 
ter trying to get him on the steamer, 
while an excited erowd was on the 
wharf. A writ of habeas corpus was 
sworn out; an officer sent out and the 
slave taken from his master and 
carried to the City Hall, an immense 
crowd following him. The writ was 
heard by Judge Freelon a week later, 
Judge Hardy and Colonel James ap­ 
pearing for the master, and Colonel 
E. D. Baker, E. O. Crosby and W. H. 
Tompkins for the slave. On a motion 
to dismiss the warrunt of arrest as a 
fugitive, Judge F. denied it, and 
Stovall set the uegro at liberty, and at 
once had him rearrested by the Cnited 
States Marshal as a fugitive slave, and 
George Penn Johnston had the case 
again brought before him. Meanwhile 
the negro sued Stovall for $2,500 dam­ 
ages for imprisonment and beating. 
The case lingered for weeks, exciting 
greater interest all the time. 
W it­ 
nesses were brought from this city, 
and the trial was attended by an im­ 
mense crowd. Finally, early in April 
Johnston decided the case and releas­ 
ed Archie Lee, holding he was not a 
fugitive slave. All this was 15 years 
ago, and in that interim Archie Lee 
drops out of sight. Yesterday some 
boys were playing in the sand on the 
Yolo shore opposite the mouth of the 
American river when they discover­ 
ed a man buried in the sand, only 
his head protruding. They gave the 
alarm, and the chap was resurrected 
and brought to the station house in 
this city. 
Arriving there he was 
found to be sick, and said he had 
covered himself up in the sand to 
keep warm. 
He was sent to the 
County Hospital. He was the hero 
of one of the most exciting times of 
15 years ago, the slave Archie Lee. 
His career in this state began here, 
and here it seems likely to end.

The Common Council. 
A full hoard was present yesterday 
afternoon. 
The Mayor rejiorted $35 received 
from fines and other sources. 
The Marshal advised the purchase 
of six lanterns for the police; uud that 
the nuisance on Spring street near the 
stables, would be| abated. Accepted 
and adopted. 
The City Attorney in tire, case of 
Dubordieu, advised arrangements for 
an appeal, if It was rendered necessary 
by tne decision of the Supreme Court. 
Ordered. 
. 
The Board of Public Works reported 
that they had ordered the parapet on 
the eulvert of ninth street; and ad­ 
vised that Mrs. Stearns be notified 
that she is encroaching on Main street 
with the fence she is building; and 
also those persons contiguous to her. 
They also reported that they had re­ 
ceived proposals for grading ninth 
street, ana that Handley’s bid was 
the lowest—$600; they advised that the 
bid be accepted, and the work comple­ 
ted in one month from the date of 
contract. They announced that they 
had received notice from Dunkleber- 
ger. Mallard and Scott, that they are 
willing to grade their fronts. 
The report was accepted and the con­ 
tract oraered to the lowest bidder, 
provided he looked to the property 
owners for pay. 
An ordinance was passed to provide 
for a sidewalk on the south east side 
of Spring street, between Market and 
First, and bids ordered. 
The application of R. M. Widney, 
for a railway franchise was reported 
back from a "Special Commute, with 
the recommendation that it be grunted. 
The report was accepted and the Com­ 
mittee discharged. 
An ordinance was then read for the 
above franchise. The road is run 
from the conjunction of Main and 
Spring; along Spring to First; down 
First to Fort; down Fort to Fourth;

Olive to Sixth; thence to the property 
of T. W. Temple. The road to be com­ 
pleted in one year; the applicant to 
pave and macadamize the road. The 
rate of fare never to exceed ten cents, 
and the road to pay an annual tax of 
$20 for eacli car. The applicant to 
have the Main street franchise, pro­ 
viding it should become null and void. 
The ordinance was referred to a com­ 
mittee for further consideration. 
The Committee on Land, to whom 
was referred the petition of J. M. 
Griffith, advised that it be granted. 
The report was accepted and a deed 
ordered. 
A petition for defining the limits 
and grades of Hope street from Temple 
to Fifth; Charity from Temple to 
Sixth; Second from Hope; and Fourth 
from Hill to Hope; was received and 
ordered carried out.
